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Racial Threat Fails to Stop 
UNO Summer Commencement

Hate is everywhere, even at UNO. On Thursday Aug. 14, 
an anonymous, typed letter was Icft under the door of James 
Conyers, chairman of the black studies department at UNO. 
The letter threatened the safety of African-American students 
attending the Aug.16 commencement. Between 30 and 50 
African-American students graduated on Aug. 16 at Ak-Sar- 
Ben. 

University officials quickly condemned the threat as a “des- 
picable act,” and said summer commencement would con- 
tinue as planned. 

Tia Harrison, coordinator of media relations at UNO said, 
“All African-American students graduating on Aug. 16 were 
called and wamed about the threat before commencement. 
As far as I know, everyone still attended graduation.” 

UNO Interim Chancellor Ernest Peck said, “It is sad and 
regrettable that the University community has been targeted 
by an individual or group of individuals with an agenda of 
hate. We are doing our best to address these kinds of activi- 
ties, but no policy or procedure can ever prevent someone 
from abusing our precious freedoms.” He also hoped to see 
everyone at Ak-Sar-Ben at 9:30 Saturday morning. 

The sentiment shared by many UNO students and faculty 
were about the same. Those at commencement dismissed the 


letter as ignorant and pathetic, and did not allow it to ruin 
their joyous day. 

One African-American student at graduation who wanted 
to remain anonymous said, “A stupid, insecure person and a 
loser will not ruin the day that I have worked so long and 
hard for.” 

Another African-American student at commencement who 
also wanted to remain anonymous had slightly different fecl- 
ings, “I feel sorry for who ever sent that letter. Not accepting 
people who are different will hurt them later in life. PH pray 
for them and their future.” 

Peck said the University would do everything possible to 
protect those attending commencement, and the University 
did. 

Tia Harrison said that, “There were extra security person- 
nel at commencement. UNO Security, Ak-Sar-Ben Security 
and the Omaha Police Department were all there.” In fact, 
those at graduation may have seen the numerous officers in 
plain clothes patrolling, and ready, just in case something did 
happen. Fortunately, nothing did happen, and commencement 
went off without a single problem. 

The Omaha Police Department is presently investigating 
the threat.

The stage was set. Parents, brothers 
and sisters, husbands and wives, grand- 
parents, other family members and 
friends were all seated. Faculty mem- 
bers, University of Nebraska Board of 
Regents members and other distin- 
guished guests were led into the Ak-Sar- 
Ben Coliseum. Shortly after they took 
their seats a long line of graduates en- 
tered the coliscum to the sounds of Pomp 
and Circumstance. 

On Saturday, Aug.16, 


1997, 630 


graduates and undergraduates received 
their degrees during UNO summer com- 
mencement. 

In addition to the conferring of de- 
grees, an honorary Doctor of Humane 
Letters were presented by Interim Chan- 
cellor Ernest Peck to William Kizer. 
Kizer is the chairman of Central States 
Indemnity Co, of Omaha, a company 
Kizer helped form in 1977. 


Kizer is involved in many aspects of 


the community. He is the director of the 
National Center for Health Education 


and a board member and former chair- 
man of the Wellness Councils of 
America. In 1985 Kizer was named 
Omaha Health Citizen of the Year by the 
Combined Health Agencies Drive. His 
work in corporate health led to the pub- 
lication of his book “The Healthy Work- 
place: A Blueprint for Corporate 
America.” 

The key note speaker at commence- 
ment was Daniel Goldin, the ninth ad- 
ministrator for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration (NASA). He

became NASA administrator in April 
1992. Soon afterwards he began to bring 
reform to NASA, He cut the life cycle 
costof the Space Station program by $15 
billion, and in the process made it more 
effective. At commencement Goldin 
told three stories. Each story was based 
upon his career at NASA, One of his 
stories told graduates to take the hard 
road. “Do not take the easy route. Take 
the hard one, challenge yourselves,” 
Goldin said to the assembled crowd. 
After Goldin was finished address- 
ing the crowd, the degrees were con- 
ferred. Then, just like they entered the 
coliseum, the new graduates, with diplo- 
mas in hand, exited the coliseum to the 
sounds of Pomp and Circumstance.

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Regent Allen: NU Should Focus More on Students

Improving the quality and rais- 
ing the reputation of the University 
of Nebraska is what motivates Re- 
gent Robert Allen of Hastings. “It’s 
not that far away. All the campuses 
have some very, very strong areas,” 
said Allen. “But none of them re- 
ally emphasize them enough.” 

He says his concern for the repu- 
tation, as well as the 
quality of education, 
comes from watching 
his daughter go through 
the selection process at 
several major universi- 
ties. 

He said improving 
the quality of the NU 
system, and making the 
quality known would 
help stem the exodus of 
high quality students 
from Nebraska. Un- 
aware that several na- 
tional magazines rate universities 
until his daughter brought it to his 
attention, Allen said when he be- 
came a regent in 1989, he contacted 
the editor at Barons, which had the 
University of Nebraska rated among 
the non-competitive schools, and 
the editor informed him that the uni- 
versity never filled out their ratings 
form. Once the university did this 
the ratings began to move out of the 
lower tier, Allen said. 

Reputation is important for stu- 
dents, he said. “They want to get the 
best job they can, best career,” Allen 
said. When Nebraska slipped in the 


U.S. News and World Report rat- 
ings several years ago, Allen said 
he believes that cost the university 
some students who went elsewhere. 

He hopes the focus of UNO un- 
der the new chancellor, Nancy 
Belck, will be to raise quality, not 
to compete with UNL. 

Allen said the conflict between 


To try and compete in football when 
you’ve got one of the best programs 
in the nation right down the road is 
a mistake.

the two major cities in Nebraska has 
hurt the NU system at times and said 
the new school of Science and In- 
formation Technology was the best 
answer to the desires of those who 
proposed a second engineering col- 
lege for UNO. 

He said the point should not be 
to duplicate schools, but rather up- 
grade the quality of the ones that ex- 
ist. “The competition is outside the 
state,” Allen said. “We do it in foot- 
ball, we ought to do it in academ- 
ics.” 

Allen fears that if UNO tries to 
compete with UNL, instead of fo- 


cusing on the mission of serving an 
urban community, it will deplete the 
school’s resources. 

UNO needs to recognize that its 
role and mission is to serve a dif- 
ferent kind of student. “Most of 
those people (UNO students) are 
married, have jobs, and go to school 
on a part-time basis; it’s a different 
type of situation,” Allen said. 

Contending that UNL 
should remain the focus of the 
system’s efforts to provide a 
complete college experience, 
Allen points out that the com- 
petition between campuses 
already squanders resources 
that could be better spent to 
serve UNO students. 

Allen specifically men- 
tioned Maverick football as 
an example. 

“T think Chuck 
Hassebrook (Regent from 
Walthill, Neb.) was right when he 
was trying to encourage them to 
forget about football. Focus on 
hockey, something that would be 
different.” Allen said, noting cost 
versus attendance of football. Allen 
said he sees the hockey program as 
having more support. 

“To try and compete in football 
when you’ ve got one of the best pro- 
grams in the nation right down the 
road is a mistake, But once again, 
UNO is trying to compete with 
UNL. It’s a waste.” Allen said. 

“They should focus on the things 
that would help their student body 


the most, football is not one of them. 
It’s very expensive,” he added. 

Allen said he looks for Chancel- 
lor Belck to try and focus on aca- 
demic quality. “She’s not going to 
try to duplicate UNL in areas that 
won't help her, that will just de- 
crease the resources we have now, 
but to focus on the things where they 
(UNO) can really be strong and ef- 
fective particularly for a major-city 
university,” 

Citing such past problems as the

lack of counselors at UNO to help 
students accurately plan their 
courses, and the entire systems neg- 
ligence in deferring needed build- 
ing Maintenance until critical. 
“Some of the leadership has been 
mediocre through the years, that’s 
why the reputation has been medio- 


cre,” Allen said. “I’ve never seen the 
leadership really focus on, ‘I’m go- 
ing to get the reputation up, the qual- 
ity up, and I’m going to serve these 
students.’ We’ ve had this ego thing, 
where they go for buildings, and had 
this enormous amount of money 
that has gone into special build- 
ings,” Allen continued. 

He cited some of the agricultural 
studies buildings on East Campus 
in Lincoln as some of the worst ex- 
amples. New when he was becom- 
ing a regent, Allen said he 
found them to be huge facili- 
ties, with few students utiliz- 
ing all the space designed into 
them, and “copper roofs and 
glass atriums,” to the cost of 
tens of millions of dollars for 
these buildings. Allen noted 
that at the same time he toured 
UNL’s city campus. In the 
teacher’s college and the busi- 
ness college, he found students 
jammed into the hallways, sit- 
ting on the steps. 

The answer to his inquiries 
about the apparent misalloca- 
tion of these resources was that 
special interests backed these 
projects in the ongoing com- 
petition of campuses, Allen said. 

“We build buildings for ego 
trips,” he said, referring to the costs 
and design of UNO’s Fine Arts 
Building. 

The mix of architecture in the

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NASA’s Goldin Urges Graduates to Go for the Gold

Dare to take risks. Don’t be afraid to take 
chances. Look for answers to questions that 
haven't been asked. These challenges, pre- 
sented to the graduating summer class of ’97 
by Daniel Goldin seem basic commencement 
fare. But the speaker was not. 

As the 9th admin- 
istrator of NASA 
spoke to the soon-to- 
be graduates, he 
added personal expe- 
riences from his job 
on how _ taking 
chances had paid off 
in the past, and how 
taking risks would be 
integral in NASA’s 
future. 

He discussed the 
same points at a lun- 
cheon at the Milo 
Bail Student Center 
on UNO’s campus as 
part of the 1997-98 
Durham _ Distin- 
guished Guest Lec- 
turer Series. He 
brought with him 
both information and inspiration, 

One of the highlights of the afternoon was 
an update on the Mars Pathfinder mission. The 
miniature rover, which landed on July 4, 1997, 
Independence Day, was in it’s 42nd day on 
Mars, According to Goldin, No one at NASA 
expected the probe to last more than seven 
days. 

Goldin also outlined some of NASA’s fu- 
ture plans. Since taking control of the agency 
in 1992, Goldin’s administration has seen 
breathtaking photos of black holes through

the Hubble Space Telescope. NASA has seen 
the first close up pictures of Mars. NASA’s 
next plan is to send astronauts to the Red 
Planet. 

Although putting a man on Mars seemed 
like science fiction less than fifteen years ago, 
Goldin says it’s rap- 
idly becoming real- 
ity. 

“It’s not a ques- 
tion of if it’s going to 
happen. It’s a ques- 
tion of when,” he 
said at Saturday’s 
luncheon. 

But first, Goldin 
has many more plans 
to prepare men for 
Mars. He expects 
NASA to conduct up 
to 10 missions to 
Mars in the next ten 
years. The objectives 
of these missions 
will range from de- 
termining the physi- 
cal resources of Mars 
to converting Mars’ 
carbon dioxide atmosphere to oxygen. 

Other future plans of NASA include work- 
ing out problems dealing with cost manage- 
ment, technology, and safety. NASA might 
also look for a potential partner. The list of 
candidates include Japan, Canada, and China. 

After giving his lecture, Goldin joined 
Senator Bob Kerry and the assistant dean of 
UNO’s College of Education, Bob Mortensen 
for a briefing on the Maverick Shuttle. 

The Maverick Shuttle, a simulator of a 
NASA space shuttle, was recently designed

as an alternative approach to teaching students 
the basics of reading, writing, math, and sci- 
ence. The shuttle trains the students to use 
their critical thinking skills to analyze data 
from photographs and visual data downloaded 
directly from the NASA web site. 

Goldin’s lectures about NASA and risk 
taking represent the beginning of the Durham 
Distinguished Guest Lecturer series. On the 
agenda for guest speakers this year are men 
and women primarily involved tn aerospace.

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Conservative criticism is

IOWA CITY—Some days it’s 
hard to figure out which is ulti- 
mately sillier: the crop of movies 
that Hollywood has blessed us with 
this summer or the sight of conser- 
vative, middle-class white males 
whining and moaning about being 
victims of discrimination because of 
affirmative action.

politicians we’ ve elected, 

But conservative white males 
and affirmative action? Pul-leeze. I 
mean you're making the whole lot 
of us white males look like 
crybabies, which is not what I think 
the pop-psyche folks had in mind 
when they urged men to get in touch 
with their inner-child. 

The conservatives would have 
you believe that they're only against 
affirmative action in the interest of 
fairness and justice. A level playing 
field is all they ask for. That they 
manage to say all this and keep a 
straight face would be scary if il 
weren’t so pathetic. You have to 
wonder what history books they’ ve 
been reading lately. 

This country has seen 300-plus 
years of white male fairness and 
justice, and during a great portion 
of that time, black people were 
slaves and women were denied the 
right to vote, just to pick a couple 
of the high points. I wouldn’t go so 
far as to say that American white 
males, in the past, have been to fair- 
ness and justice what the Spanish 
Inquisition was to religious toler- 


ance, but it sure is tempting. 

But, the conservatives would say, 
it’s not fair to attempt to redress the 
imperfections of history by dis- 
criminating against white males to- 
day. They, almost without fail, start 
bandying the words “quotas” and 
“preferential treatment” around like 
a mantra. Quotas are unjust. Prefer- 
ential treatment is somehow un- 
American. That ts a real hoot. Quo- 
tas and preferential treatment are 
more American than apple pie. 

Take the U.S. immigration

policy — it’s based on quotas and 
has been for decades. My grand- 
mother barely squeezed into this 
country under the Irish quota, and 
that was more than 75 years ago. 

Preferential treatment? Who has 
a better chance of getting in: a Brit- 
ish scientist or a Somali refugee? 
Duh. 

Or take college admissions and 
affirmative action, a particular con- 
servative bugaboo. In the conserva- 
tive world, preferential treatment for 
women and minorities is so sinister 
it’s practically Marxist. On the other 
hand, preferential admissions for the 
wealthy or for the children of 
alumni is so American it must be in 


the Constitution somewhere. It’s 
merely coincidence, of course, that 
most of the wealthy and children of 
alumni tend to be white. 

It’s also common for universities 
to discriminate on the basis of ge- 
ography. As the “New Yorker” 
noted two years ago, “Elite colleges. 
.. routinely seek geographical di- 
versity in their student bodies, turn- 
ing down better-qualified applicants 
from Brooklyn or Brookline to 
make room for a North Dakotan.” 

Then there’s preferential hiring. 
If it’s done on the basis of affirma- 
live action, Conservatives scream 
like a stuck pig, which is not to sug- 
gest that conservatives are pigs. | 
like pigs. But if there’s preferential 
hiring on the basis of class, well, 
that’s normal. 

Derek Bell, a visiting law pro- 
fessor at New York University tells 
this anecdote about one of his con- 
servalive white students. “... He 
was deeply suspicious of any black 
who got a job the student wanted. 
But if a white who benefited from 
being born into an upper class fam- 
ily got the job — hey, that was OK.” 

The conservative position on af- 
firmative action is a wonderful ex- 
ercise in hypocrisy, one of the best 
I’ve seen in years, Either that, or it’s 
social myopia carried to the point 
of utter blindness. A color-blind so- 
ciety is what the conservatives say 
they’re after, in their warm and cud- 
diy moments. Of course, the people 
who talk about a color-blind soci- 
ety when it comes to affirmative 
action are the same people who 
brought us Willie Horton ads when 
it came to electing a president. Yeah, 
some days it is hard to tell which is 
sillier, the conservatives or the Hol- 
lywood movies.

“KVNO is somewhat unique in its for- 
mat and the music is presented in a friendly 
way.” 

KVNO did not always have such an em- 
phasis on classical music, but Aliano said the 
format has proven to be a good one.

are doing the right thing by programming as 
we are — not to mention that it helps with 
the budget as a practical matter.” 


KVNO js supported financially by listen- 


ers, through federal grants, and by the state 
throught its affiliation with UNO. “Our fa- 
cilities here, and part of the salaries and ben- 
efits are paid thru our affiliation with UNO, 
and that’s very important to us,” Aliano said. 

Aliano said the relationship between 
KVNO and the university benefits UNO as 
well. ‘For our part, our goal is to be a profes- 


sional, meaningful voice for the university. | 


Anyone whe has a radio has a connection to 
UNO if they tune to 90.7.” 


Aliano said the station also prides itself 


on its locally-originated programming like 
River City Folk and La Hora Latina. 
“That's an example of our specialty pro- 
gramming which you hear on the weekends, 
for the most part. That programming in par- 
ticular has a healthy audience,” she said. 
Despite its location on campus, KVNO 
does not always share a connection with UNO 
students, Aliano said the station is working 
on ways to remedy that. “We want to make 
more of a connection to students than we 
have,” she said. “I’m not at all sure that the 
students know that we’re here and certainly 
that’s something that we want to address.” 
One such way, according to Aliano, is 


through direct student involvement in the sta- 
tion. “Our closest ties for getting students in- 
volved in the station is through the commu- 
nication department. We offer internship op- 
portunities and employment opportunities to 
students. Anytime there is a sensible, mean- 
ingful place for student involvement, we are 
very anxious to work with that.” 

Another way KVNO can involve itself 
with students is through assisting KBUL, 
UNO’s new student-run radio station. “We 
have been involved in some of the planning 
meetings for KBUL KVNO will provide tech- 
nical expertise and staff to help them physi- 
cal construct the things they'll need,” Aliano 
said. “We're very supportive of those efforts. 
We hope it happens.” 

Aliano said KVNO hopes to replace its old 
transmission equipment in the near future. 
This will help the station clear up some re- 
ception problems in the Omaha area. Aliano 
also said the station is looking into the possi- 
bility of increasing its signal strength. KVNO 
broadcasts at 3,000 watts compared to 50,000 
watts or more that other stations utilize. 

Aliano said KVNO plans to remain a vi- 
able, community-oriented station well into the 
future. “We've been here for 25 years and we 
plan to be here for 25 more.”

Take time out to take care of yourself, no matter how busy 


things are, say students. “Take a jog every now and then,” . 


suggests Kedar Kulkarni, a junior at the School of the Art 
Institute of Chicago. 

Amber Zimmerman, an Eastern Illinois University senior, 
says trying to “fit in” to the social scene really stressed her 
out. “Now that I’m a senior, I’d tel! freshman NOT to try to 
fit in,” she says. “Just be yourself.” 

Some students who attended larger colleges says the enor- 


mous size of first-year classes was overwhelming. “Icame |f 


from a small town, and the most difficult thing was probably 
adjusting to a large amount of people,” says Meagan 
McGahuey, an Iowa State University sophomore. The most 
difficult thing for Carlson, a University of Michigan junior, 
was “figuring out I was just a number.” But she quickly found 
e-mail to be a great way to suck up to profs. Carlson advises: 
“Show interest in their class; they love that. They’re used to 
lecturing to 500 people!” 

“It’s best to turn to others, whether you're confused about 
your major or fighting with your roommate, says April 
Richardson, a St. Phillip’s College sophomore. “If your coun- 
selors won’t help you out, ask other people, upperclassmen 
mainly, for help,” she says. “They’ ve been around and should 
know what they’re doing.” 


Secrets of Success 


On the way to snaring that diploma, it’s easy to be tripped 
up by some killer distractions, say students. “Partying. There’s 
a party going on almost every night. I’m not saying don’t 
have fun, but don’t get swept up in partying all the time. You’re 
not taking out student loans to get Fs,” says Lee, from West- 
ern Illinois. 

Also, “Take Solitaire and Tetris off your computer. There’s 
only so long you can play mine sweeper,” advises Harvard's 
Rolf, A good way to avoid distractions is to make the most of 
campus life, say upper classmen, For instance, think of the 
college years as a way to establish long-lasting friendships. 
“Be outgoing. There are no strangers; just a bunch of people 
you haven't met,” advises Mare Pellmana, a senior at Hlinois 
State University. 

Some of the ways upperclassmen said they made friends 
was by getting to know people who were enrolled in classes 
in their major or through clubs or intramural sports. “If you 
get assigned a group project, that’s the perfect way to make 
friends. Because if you have classes with those people, there’s 
a good chance you'll have the same major and may end up 
seeing a lot of them,” advises Kasak of the University of TIhi- 
nois. 

If you have trouble meeting people, you! might want to 
take advice from lowa’s Jason Kinney. “I used to knock on 
the doors of girls’ dorm rooms and ask to use the phone,” he 
says. “Actually, I met a lot of people that way.” 

Don’t forget your studies, but don’t get too wrapped up in 
them either, says Ann Kuo, a Northwestern senior. “People 
study too much, and don’t get out,” she says. “Explore your 
surroundings. I think you can learn more going out, to art 
museums, etc, than just sitting in class.”

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Five Films of Summer

Isn’t it ironic that in a typical summer 
movie season of pyrotechnics, big budget 
thrillers and implausible plots, it’s a little film 
like “Ulee’s Gold” that steals the show. With 
an adroit performance by Peter Fonda and a 
script by independent filmmaker Victor 
Nunez, “Ulee’s Gold” literally bucks the trend 
of more is better (pick your cliché, like qual- 
ity over quantity), The summer isn’t supposed 
to do be about deep social drama and inti- 
mate portraits of complex characters. 

Unfortunately for us, summer movies 
value cool explosions over interesting char- 
acters (and plot for that matter) making it in- 
creasingly hard to find a film that’s not a se- 
quel or a far fetched action adventure to en- 
tertain us without insulting us. 

It’s not that there’s anything wrong with 
action movies, it’s just that between “Batman 
and Robin,” “Con Air” and “Air Force One” 
there’s little room for little films, like “Ulee’s 
Gold” and a smart little Scottish film like 
“Brassed Off.” Action moves are fine and I 
happen to be a connoisseur of good action 
movies (good being the operative word con- 
sidering J rarely watch action films with 
“Kickboxer” or “Cyborg” in the title) but they 
can’t make us do what little, character films 
can do: care and feel for the story and char- 
acters. That complicates choosing which films 
of the summer are the best of that particular 
summer (most of these films will likely not 
be on many top films of the year lists) and so 
1 chose five films of this summer that ] par- 
ticularly enjoyed. 

So, here they are, the Top Five Sum- 
mer Films of 1997: 

5. “Face/Off” Yes, | know what you’re 
thinking: An action movie about face trans- 
plants? Yes, this is an action film about face 
transplants (the movie explains it much bet- 
ter) and an action movie, that if you missed, 
by legendary Hong Kong auteur John Woo, 
could be one of the best action movie of this 
summer. With John Travolta and Nicholas 
Cage literally playing each other as terrorist 


and FBI agent in cat and mouse shoot-outs, 


we watch two heavyweight actors give two 
of the summer’s best performances. Woo is a 
master of violent character study (see his 1991 
film “The Killer”) creating a kind of stylized 
aesthetic with bullets in much the same vein 
of Sam Peckinpah (“The Wild Bunch”). 


4, “Men in Black” This is a franchise 
waiting to happen. I know, this is no reason 
to call it one of the few summer films that 
actually lives up to it’s hype. With Tommy 
Lee Jones as his sardonic self 

and Will Smith as his wise-ass self, as su- 
per secret government agents monitoring 
aliens on earth, some critics have even gone 
so far as to call “MIB” a “Ghostbusters” for 
the 90s with all the irony and wit of “The X- 
Files.” 

3. “My Best Friend’s Wedding” Julie 
Roberts is back in the genre and archetypal 
role that made her a star in romantic com- 
edies (something that she lost because she 
thought being actress meant being a dramatic 
actress). I like this film because it has char- 
acters we care about (Roberts discovers she 
is really in love with her male best friend days 
before his wedding), a smart, if not com- 
pletely fresh script, snappy Burt Bacharach 
songs and a director P.J. Hogan (‘‘Muriel’s 
Wedding”) that knows how to find the com- 
edy in weddings the movies seem to revel in. 

2. “Copland” That cast. A dozen gifted, 
talented actors with decades of brilliant per- 
formances make a complex jigsaw puzzle of 
a script by James Mangold human. With per- 
formances by Robert DeNiro, Harvey Keitel, 
Ray Liotta, Michael Rappaport,Robert 


Patrick, Annabella Sciorra and a surprisingly _ 


deep performance by Sylvester Stallone. 
While Stallone (who gained 40 pounds for 
the role) makes an interesting character as 
hapless New Jersey sheriff Freddie Heflin, I 
can’t help but watching and feeling Stallone 
is never as comfortable as DeNiro and Keitel 
and company. But then again, maybe he re- 
ally is acting. 

1, “Ulee’s Gold” Peter Fonda. What more 
can you say after seeing this excellent film. 
Not reaily a character study, not totally a fam- 
ily drama,“Ulee’s Gold” melds the relation- 
ship between Fonda, as bee keeper Ulee Jack- 
son, and his troubled family as they struggle 
to hold on to each other. Fonda plays Ulee 
part stubborn old man, part loving patriarch 
who truly cares for his family but has some- 
how forgotten who he is besides a bee keeper 
and a father figure. Throughout this film we 
watch the pain and the old Ulee erode, to see 
the man underneath, the man who’s gold isn’t 
his prized tupelo honey, but his family.

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What You Get When You Mix Sonic Youth 
and Helium: Sounds of the Underground

“Sounds of the Underground” returns with 
Sonic Youth and Helium for the week of Au- 
gust 26, 1997. 


SYRT 


One of the greatest alternative-art-punk 
bands has finally done it. Sonic Youth recently 
started up Sonic Youth Records. The sched- 
ule of releases so far looks to be a handful of 
Sonic Youth EPs, beginning with “SYR1I.” 

“SYRI” is 22 minutes of distorted bliss. 
There are no words to distract from your con- 
centration, just pure untarnished Sonic Youth 
music. Some people will think, “haven't they 
done it all already?” And after hearing the full 
version of “Diamond Sea” on 1995°s “Wash- 
ing Machine,” | would agree. But there’s just 
something about Sonic Youth that continues 
to draw attention and praise. And quite 
frankly, “SYRI" is infinitely better than 
“Washing Machine” was. 

The EP opens with it’s best track, 
“Anagrama.” The nine and a half minutes of 
driving distorted harmonics sends you deep 
into a trance. Lee Renaldo and Thurston 
Moore’s guitars echoing each other without 
sounding anything alike, Kim Gordon’s snug 
bass line humming until your eyes have that 
straight forward stare you associate half- 
awake hypnotist victims with, and Steve 
Shelley's perfect drum beat, that sits on it’s 
own, but doesn’t threaten anyone else’s parts, 
put your mind at ease, as it gently massages

“Improvisation Ajoutee” doesn’t quite 
reach three minutes, and is mostly the sound 
of a guitar humming through an amplifier, 
much like what you can hear throughout “Dia- 
mond Sea.”

Not Just Hot Air 


Earlier this year, Boston’s Helium 
released their third EP. “No Gui- 
tars” follows in 
Helium’s ear- 
lier steps with

witchy songs. 

Helium earned much underground press 
acclaim for their debut album “The Dirt Of 
Luck,” and have received much the same for 
“No Guitars.” “No Guitars” is only six songs, 
but each is so smoothly intense that you want 
to listen again to make sure you caught ev- 
erything. 

“No Guitars” opens with the mellow gui- 


tar slide laden “Silver Strings.” The harmonic 
guitars ring until the chorus where it sounds 
like singer Mary Timony starts singing about 
a scene from “Dazed And Confused,” using 
lyrics like ““we’re gonna go out, and we might 
never come back” and “I play the radio baby, 
in the devil’s car.” 

“Dragon #2” opens with a nice slide riff 
before Timony jolts into her vocals.

long time, when Timony ends off the chorus 
with “there is no where in the world you can 
hide from this awful lullaby.” 

“The King of Electric Guitars” follows suit 
with a thundering riff and Timony’s high 
pitched voice. “Sunday” trips into your mind 

with some nice solo guitar notes sporadically 
placed throughout the song. 

The instrumental “13 Bees” is short but 
sweet. And my personal favorite, “Riddle Of 
The Chamberlain” ends it all up with an in- 
termission full of distortion that continues to 
get more intense. When the distortion is fi- 
nally over, Helium returns to a new part of 
the song to reach out and grab you. 

Timony went solo on tour, opening for 
Pavement this year (including the date that 
was canceled in Omaha), and the band is 
scheduled to have a new full-length album 
out by the end of the year. They’re one of 
those bands that it might take some getting 
used to before you can really like them, but 
once you’ ve found that chord they strike in- 
side, it’s hard to let go.

It's hard to make romantic com- 
edies that work.

You judge good romantic com- 
edies by the writing and “Picture 
Perfect” has maybe enough to carry 
a 90 minute TV movie (with even 
less laughs). It just can’t seem to 
sustain a feature that requires a little 
more than tired, worn-out dialogue 
and predictably sappy conclusions 
to be any good.

Are you looking for that perfect date movie? Looking for 
a movie to take your children or younger siblings to? Well, 
Spawn, directed by Mark Dippe is not that movie.

That's right, ladies and gentle- 
men. The public has spoken. And 
the Gateway has heard and heeded 
the call.

Brooke McEldowney'’s “9 Chick- 
weed Lane” is an elegantly drawn 
and robustly written feature, a 
unique stroll along one of 
cartooning’s higher roads.

Brooke McEldowney knew 
someday his elementary school 
doodling would tead to a nationally 
syndicated comic strip. Oddly 
enough, 

his strip “9 Chickweed Lane” 
came by way of a classical music 
career first. 

Throughout his studies in art and 
viola, and despite spending two 
years performing viola, 
McEldowney never strayed too far 
from cartooning. “I always felt com- 
pelled to do cartooning,” said 
McEldowney. “Wherever I've 
worked, I’ve sketched on the sly. 
Now nobody catches me at it and 
tells me to stop.” 

Prior to working full time on “9 
Chickweed Lane”, McEldowney 
was an assistant editor at OPUS, a 
classical music magazine in New 
York City; a freelance musician; and 
a graphic artist. He also had his car- 
toons published in Punch, the now- 
defunct British humor magazine. 

McEldowney was born in 
Charleston, West Virginia, and grew 
up in Florida. Having lived in New 
Jersey, New York City, Connecticut 
and Nebraska, he now lives in 
Sarasota, Florida with his wife and 
two young daughters.

States in 1978 to “see what all the 
fuss was about.” Since then, Cho, 
who lists himself at 145 Ibs. (soak- 
ing wet), has won awards “too nu- 
merous to count.” 

After graduating from high 
school (and turning down a $10,000 
scholarship from Maryland Institute 
of Art), Cho drew editorial cartoons 
and comic strips for the Prince 
George’s Community College stu- 
dent newspaper. In 1992 he won the 
College Media Advisor’s Best 
Stand-Alone Cartoon. 

In 1994, after drawing a daily 
strip for the University of 
Maryland's student paper for three 
semesters, Cho won the Best Col- 
lege Cartoonist award from the 
Scripps Howard Foundation out of 
157 college cartoonists. 

Cho debuted his new comic strip 
“Liberty Meadows” earlier this 
year. 

Cho, who has never had any for- 
mal training in art — he taught him- 
self to draw by reading art books 
and comics — describes Liberty 
Meadows as “a private animal sanc- 
tuary for creatures who have lost 
their natural habitats — or their 
minds.” 


Speed Bump

that his recent artistic impulses have 
been influenced most by strong,

Coverly started cartooning as an 
undergraduate student in 1986. Af- 
ter graduating in 1987 with a 
bachelor’s of science in philosophy 
and imaginative writing, Coverly 
began his muster’s degree in cre- 
ative writing — all the while con- 
tinuing to produce cartoons for the 
student paper. 

Named best cartoon panel in 
1994 by the National Cartoonists 
Society, “Speed Bump” was one of 
the biggest winners when national 
newspaper editors were faced with 
replacing Gary Larson’s “Far Side.”
